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Reasons for Allowance 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As concern with claims 1-6, the prior art does not disclose or fairly suggest a fuel 
reformer vessel comprising a reformer catalyst filled portion requiring a Cr oxide layer 
formed on at least a part of a surface of a steel material of the fuel reformer . 

As concern with claims 7-10 & 18, the prior art does not disclose or fairly suggest 
a method of manufacturing a fuel reformer vessel comprising a reformer catalyst filled 
portion requiring forming a Cr oxide layer on at least a part of a surface of raw steel 
material . 

There is no motivation to combine the teachings of the references together.
